of the crew of a German airplane, 
which had taken part in an air raid 
over Paris about a fortnight ago. 

Capt. Wolf, a Prussian, and the 
pilot of the German machine, and 
Lieut. Kammerer, the bomb dropper, 
were captured by Lieut. France, 
while the mechanician of the air- 
plane, Sergt. Fisher, was captured 
by Capt. Hartwell. 

“We were stationed near Clamecy 
when we heard ihat raiders were on 
their way toward Paris, and later we 
heard them returning towards their 
France. “I 
could tell by the sound that their 
motor was falling and soon saw the 
German machine descending. 

“The captain and I ran toward the 
Germans as their machine struck the 
earth. It landed against a shell cra- 
ter, and the men_ were catapulted 
They then set fire 


to it. 

“The Prussian captain was chased 
into an old, disused trench, where he 
was taken prisoner. Then the Ger- 
man lieutenant was pursued, but 
two shots from an automatic pistol 
soon halted him. We tock our cap- 
tives to our quarters, where we gave 
first aid to the captain, whose back 
was burned, and the sergeant whose 
back was injured. 

“The lieutenant, who was unhurt, 
spoke English until the captain ord- 
ered him to keep silent. ‘The German 
captain offered me his iron cross, but 
I refused to accept it. After the 
German machine had been set afire 
an undropped bomb exploded, sbut 
did no damage.”

Capt. W. Mack, an American insur- 
ance agent “in real life’ who is now 
the agent for the United States In- 
surance Board for inducing the sol- 
diers to take out war life insurance, 
tell the following diverting story of 
how he “held up” King George and 
Queen Mary for their autographs, 
Going down in the train 1 spoke to 
Sir Menry Fowler of my desire. 
“You can’t do it, not once in a thou- 
sand years,” he replied. “Get me 
presented, and you'll sce,” I told hinn 
I heard no more until Tuesday, 
when I received a message from him 
saying that if I would come to Lin 
coln he would arrange for me to be 
presented. Bully of him, wasn’t it?” 
When his message was put into my 


hands I was addressing our men. 
Holding up the message, I said to 
them: 


_ “See here, boys, this is an invita- 
tion for me to go to Lincoln and 
meet the King and Queen of Eng- 
land. If I do that I’m going to get 
their signature. Whether or not I do 
that depends upon your giving me 
your signature first.” 

They fell for it instantly; all of 
them had signéd up for insurance 
within 15 minutes, and I was off to 
Lincoln. 

Arriving there, I took station in 
front of the Guildhall, but one of 
your Scotland Yard men chased me 
off. However, I went round later to 
works where their Majesties 
were. Sit Henry Fowler got me pre- 
sented, Secing the approachability of 
their Majesties and the good humor 
they were in, I judged my chance 
good. So I made the plunge. 

“Well, yes,” said the Queen laugh- 
ingly, “but I’ve nothing to write 
upon.” 

“Soon remedied, your Majesty,” I 


replied. “Bend down, sergeant.” And; 
gna-| 


as you know, she wrote hep» si 
ture upon the sergeant’s back. 
This made her laugh more, and the 
King laughed too. So, as the Queen 
had honored me, I guessed the 
King would do so also, and asked 
him. My fountain pen leaked and I 
could not offer it. Consequently I 
borrowed the sergeant’s, and, as you 
know, that ran dry. Quite promptly 
Sir Fowler offered his, and his back 
for a table, and the King used both. 


I did not quite realize that I had | 


done so familiar a thing as to pat 
your King upon the shoulder, but 
when I told his Majesty that my re- 


| quest was very human if it was not 


very military, he replied that it was 
very human indeed. 

Afterwards Sir Henry Fowler said 
to me, “I take off my hat to you. IT 
never thought you could have done 
it. You ought to be appointed Nerve- 
Extractor-in-Chief to the British na- 
tion,” 

King George is the real democratic 
monarch of the world. I couldn’ 
have got close up to our president in 
that way, try how I might. If the 
American people only knew King 
George and Queen Mary for what 
they really are they’d just love them.

Well, I’ve cabled to my home town 
of Cincinnati about my reception by 
the King and Queen, I took their 
autograph straightaway to a meeting 
of our men.

I’ve 
just got the signatures of the King 
and Queen, Now I want yours as 
well,” and everyone present signed 
up. I've sold a million and a half dol- 
lars (£300,000) worth of insurance 
among our troops today by the aid 
of the royal autographs.

The historian of the 
future will be puzzled to explain how 
| this German race, capable of such 
jaction, could ever have been consid- 
ered a part of civilized Europe. We 
ourselves can hardly understand the 
phenomenon, we can only note it as 
one of the paramount reasons why 
in this combat of ours, and in this 
solemn crisis of our fate, we are com- 
pelled to say that no truce or peace 
is possible with Teutonic militarism 
—the monstrous machine which com- 
}mits these outrages. 

The German character as we know 
it is due partly to an innate brutali- 
ty of the race which has always 
been in evidence, though for diplo- 
matic reasons sometimes carefully 
jconcealed; and partly to definite 
teaching on the part of their philos- 
ophers and historians, who have con- 
firmed and fortified the original Teu- 
tonic instincts.
